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FACTS  § 


In   1939,    under  the   name   of  Ontario  Pentecostal  Bible  School,  a  non-residential 

training  centre  was  opened  in  Toronto.  The  school  remained  there  until  1951,  when 
the  present  campus  in  Peterboro  was  purchased  and  a  residential  college  established. 
The  College  represents  the  Eastern  provinces:  Ontario,  Quebec,  the  Maritimes  and 
Newfoundland.  E.P.B.C.  will  have  completed  its  seventh  year  in  Peterboro  with  the 
graduation  of  the  "Liberators". 

There  have  been  1124  students  attend  the  School  since  its  beginning,  with  ap- 
proximately 3  out  of  every  5  of  these  completing  the  3  year  course. 

Eastern  Pentecostal  Bible   College  has    graduated   646   students  in  the  seventeen 

years  of  her  existence.  Of  those  graduated,  72%  of  the  men  and  44%  of  the  ladies  are 
actively  ministering  as  Pastors,  Teachers,  Evangelists  and  Missionaries.  Many 
others  are  proving  their  abilities  in  secular  positions.  Key  positions  inP.A.O.C. 
administrative  departnrients  and  training  colleges  are  held  by  Eastern's  graduates. 
Thirty  missionaries,  serving  in  14  foreign  countries,  and  14  home  m^issionaries  in 
the  Canadian  Northlands  of  Yukon,  North  West  Territories,  Hudson  Bay  and  Labrador 
areas  are  proud  to  call  Eastern  Pentecostal  Bible  College  their  Alma- Mater. 

The   present   property  required  much  renovating  when  it  was  purchased.     A  new 

heating  plant  was  installed  and  equipment  was  rebuilt.  With  these  expenditures,  the 
principle  and  interest  amounted  to  $130,000.00.     Today  a  debt  of  $33,000.00  remains. 

The  cost  of  tuition,  room  and  board  has  been  kept  low  ($395.00  per  year)  to  make 

this  education  possible  for  everyone.  Books  for  each  year  average  between  $30.00  - 
$35.00. 

The  course  offered  covers  Theology,  Bible  History,  Missions,  Religious  Edu- 
cation, Music,  English  and  Greek.  Students  attend  23,  fifty  minute  lectures  per  week. 
In  addition  to  these  scholastic  opportunities,  a  student  is  afforded  much  practical 
ministry  in  the  churches  of  surrounding  districts. 

God's   blessing  has   rested  upon  E.P.B.C.    through  the  years  and  every  student 

who  has  studied  here  has  left  with  an  indelible  knowledge  of  God  and  His  Word.

In  our  third  year  we  were  privileged  to  further  study  the  Person  and  Work  of  Christ 
but  in  a  special  way.  Our  hearts  were  thrilled  as  the  Doctrines  of  Christology  and 
Soteriology  wereninfolded  to  us  and  were  made  real  by  the  Spirit  of  God.  Then,  as  we 
studied  the  Revelation,  we  were  further  convinced  that  there  is  only  one  way  the  soul 
of  man  can  find  liberty  from  Hell  and  death  and  that  is  through  the  Mighty  Liberator 
Whom  God  hath  sent,  Jesus  Christ.

Nor  shall  we  be  ^ble:  to  erase  from  our  memory  the  day 
of  "Initiation"  and  the  humiliating  process  we  went  through.  The  treatment  administered 
by  the  Junior  and  Senior  students  was  not  the  most  pleasant,  but  it  did  something  for  us 
which  nothing  else  in  school  could  have  done.

These  were  Jesus'  last  words  to  all  his  disciples  just  before  he  was  enveloped  by 
the  white  clouds  into  heaven  and  was  seated  at  the  Father's  right  hand.  They  were  not 
only  intended  for  the  disciples  of  long  ago,  but  for  us  who  have  been  redeemed  by  the 
precious  Blood  of  the  Lamb,  and  have  been  called  to  be  witnesses  for  him  in  this 
twentieth  century. 

That  first  phrase  says,  "ye  shall  receive  power,"  Jesus  himself  realized  that 
we  as  Christians  would  need  someone  besides  ourselves  if  we  were  going  to  be  of  any 
use  to  the  Kingdom  of  God.  He  said  in  John  14:16  "And  I  will  pray  the  Father  and  he 
shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he  may  abide  with  you  forever",  and  again  in 
Matt.  28:20,  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."  I  am  glad 
that  Jesus  made  provision  for  the  weakness  of  our  flesh  and  sent  the  promised  Holy 
Spirit  to  empower  us  for  service,  to  support  us,  to  teach  us,  to  guide  us,  and  to  be 
our  blessed  Paraclete,  the  one  called  along  beside  us  to  help. 

This  second  part  tells  us  when  we  can  expect  to  have  power  with  God  and  power 
with  men.

We  read  further  how  that  the  disciples  "went 
forth  and  preached  everywhere,  the  Lord  working  with  them  confirming  the  word,  with 
signs  following." 

Lastly,  we  read,  "Ye  shall  be  witness  unto  ME".  This  gives  us  God's  reason  for 
the  Baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  is  for  the  supreme  purpose  of  making  Jesus  Christ 
'the  only  Saviour,  known  to  a  lost  and  dying  world  which  is  under  the  curse  and  conse- 
quence of  SIN.  Our  first  responsibility  is  to  our  immediate  family,  then  to  all  those 
with  whom  we  come  in  contact  day  by  day,  next  to  those  who  are  looked  upon  as  the 
outcasts  of  society,  not  forgetting  those  at  "the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth".

What  challenge  is  there  in  this  verse  for   the  "Magnifiers"  and  for  all  Christians  ? 

Here  is  revealed  the  most  important  purpose  of  our  lives to  make  known  the 

Lord  Jesus   Christ!     Several  of  the   Psalms   read  "Let  the  Lord  be  magnified."    This 
is  a  definite  call  for  action,   not  only  a  lip  service  but  a  life  service. 

Magnify  Him  as  Lord  and  Saviour  i 

Remember  in  the  past  how  much  the  name  of  the  Lord  has  meant  to  us,  and  the 
many  times  we  have  called  upon  Him  for  our  various  needs .  Is  He  not  the  One  who 
saved  us,  having  forgiven  our  sins  and  cleansed  us  with  His  own  blood?  Often  He  has 
refreshed  and  strengthened  our  faith  in  answering  prayer.  Now  our  same  Lord  and 
Saviour  is  guiding  our  lives  as  we  yield  to  Him. 

Magnify  Him  as  Lord  and  Master! 
Then  there  is  the  invitation  extended  to  all  to  exalt  the  Lord.  Today,  as  we  study 
the  Word  of  God  and  as  the  Holy  Spirit  illumines  the  truth  to  our  hearts,  do  we  not 
Kear  our  Lord  and  Master  telling  us  to  "Go"?  We  have  received  much,  and  every  day 
that  is  spent  in  communion  with  God  through  His  Word  or  in  prayer  makes  greater  our 
responsibility  to  extend  the  invitation  to  others  before  it  is  too  late.  There  are  still 
those  who  do  not  know  that  they  must  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  to  be  saved.  Can 
we  refuse  our  Master's  command  and  still  say  with  Paul:  "Christ  will  be  magnified  in 
my  body  by  life  or  by  death"  ?  Only  consecrated  lives  are  ready  for  His  use  in  bring- 
ing others  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  Since  Communism  realizes  this  fact,  and  demands 
it  of  converts,  how  much  more  of  a  right  has  the  Lord  to  ask  it  of  His  followers! 

Magnify  Him  as  Lord  and  King! 

Finally,  the  challenge  in  this  verse  is  toward  unity.  The  Lord  has  promised  to  be 
with  those  who  meet  in  His  name,  therefore  if  we  go  forth  in  His  name,  our  future  will 
be  brightened  by  the  presence  of  the  "Son  of  God".  The  time  is  coming  when  "at  the 
name  of  Jesus  every  knee  shall  bow  and  every  tongue  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
Lord",  Phil.  2:10,  11.  Let  us  do  our  part  in  making  sure  that  the  name  of  Christ  in 
all  its  significance  has  been  made  known,  that  when  the  day  comes,  people  will  bow 
not  in  fear  but  in  love  toward  the  "King  of  Kings". 

This   is   the   MAGNIFIER'S  challenge.     Let  us  give  the  invitation  in  Christ's  name 

that  united  we  may  exalt  our  SAVIOUR!     MASTER!     and  KING!

"God  brought  the  Children  of  Israel  out  that  He  might  bring  them  in.  .  .  "  For  many 
years  the  Children  of  Israel  were  slaves  for  the  Egyptians  and  now  they  cried  unto  God 
who  answered,  "I  have  heard  thy  prayers,  I  have  seen  thy  tears  and  am  come  down  to 
deliver  thee.  "  Working  through  Moses,  God  led  them  out  of  Egypt,  across  the  Red  Sea, 
through  the  wilderness  ,  and  up  to  the  border  of  the  Promised  Land.  Then  they  disobeyed 
and  failed,   and  as  a  result  were  sent  back  to  the  wilderness  to  roam  and  finally  die.  .  , 

Now  at  the  end  of  forty  long  years,  with  the  unfaithful  fathers  dead,  we  find  the 
younger  generation  getting  ready  to  march  to  the  Promised  Land.  Before  they  start, 
however,  Moses  briefly  rehearses  the  story  of  God's  promise  to  them,  and  in 
Deuteronomy  6:10-12  we  hear  a  most  solemn  warning:  "And  it  shall  be,  when  the  Lord 
thy  God  shall  have  brought  thee  into  the  land  which  he  swore  unto  thy  fathers,  to  Abraham, 
to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  to  give  thee  great  and  goodly  cities,  which  thou  buildest  not,  - 
And  houses  full  of  all  good  things  which  thou  fillest  not,  and  wells  digged,  which  thou 
diggest  not,  vineyards  and  olive  trees  which  thou  plantest  not;  when  thou  shalt  have 
eaten  and  be  full;  Then  beware  lest  thou  forget  the  Lord,  which  brought  thee  forth  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  the  house  of  Bondage.  " 

The  Children  were  going  to  a  land  prepared  for  them,  and  Moses  said,  "When  you 
go  in  there  and  drink  from  the  wells  you  did  not  dig,  and  eat  of  the  food  of  the  land, 
remember.  ,  .  when  you  have  eaten  and  are  full,  DO  NOT  FORGET  GOD."  But  we  see  it 
was  not  very  long  until  the  people  whom  God  led  out  and  brought  in,  had  eaten  and  were 
full  and  were  gone  after  other  gods,  were  intermarrying.  .  .  .  in  other  words.  .  .  .THEY 
WERE  FORGETTING  GOD. 

After  Jesus  ascended  into  heaven,  great  persecution  threatened  to  cause  the  church 
to  become  extinct;  then  Constantine,  in  A.D.  312,  by  imperial  decree,  lifted  the  ban 
against  Christians  .  Over  night  Christianity  became  a  semi-political  institution.  Church 
and  State  were  united.  The  little  mustard  plant  had  become  a  great  tree  with  the  birds 
of  the  air  lodging  in  its  branches.  What  is  the  story?  These  Christians  began  to  eat 
and  drink  AND  FORGET.  .  .  .  They  soon  took  in  heathen  practices  etc.,  until  the  Church 
became  corrupt.  Yes,  they  had  eaten  and  were  now  full,  gone  was  the  persecution, 
gone  all  care  and  worry  -  it  was  then  that  they  began  to  forget. 

Then  in  more  recent  times  we  have  Luther,  Calvin,  Zwingli,  Knox  and  many  others 
who  broke  off  from  the  Mother  Church  after  being  prompted  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
formed  churches  that  worshipped  God  in  Spirit  and  in  Truth.  There  followed  great  per- 
secution and  many  of  these  people  suffered  martyrdom  for  preaching  what  they  believed. 
But,  Friend,  there  came  a  time  when  the  ban  was  lifted  and  these  churches  worshipped 
freely  -  this  is  when  they  began  to  eat  and  drink.  .  .  ,  then  they  became  full,  then,  sad

"When   thou  shalt  have  eaten  and  art  full,   then  BEWARE  LEST

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Spiritual    Indifference  - 

In  A   Religous  World 


"Awake  to  Righteousness.  "   I  Cor .   15:34. 

This  world  abounds  with  religion.  The  system  of  this  twentieth  century  has  a 
"form  of  Godliness"  but  "denies  the  power  thereof .  "  Civilized  countries  are  recognized 
as  Christian  but,   sad  to  say,   only  in  name  -  as  a  religion. 

Godless,  unregenerate  stars  of  the  entertainment  world  have  lulled  the  masses  into 
a   false   sense   of  spiritual  security  by  singing  hymns  and  spiritual  songs,   and  bidding 
the   people  God's   blessing.     Salvation   according  to  miodern  thought,  in  this  "religion- 
conscious"  Western  world,  is  to  do  good  to  thy  neighbour  and  obey  the  golden  rule.     As 
a  result  of  this  damnable  philosophy,  the  idea  prevails  that  all  are  Christians. 

Indifference  in  every  phase  of  life  is  a  characteristic  of  the  closing  hours  of  this 
dispensation.     To  be  "indifferent"  is  to  be  "unconcerned". 

In  the  natural  realm  we  find  the  majority  of  people  today  quite  unconcerned  about 
the  scientific  advances  of  the  enemy.  As  a  blind  man  without  a  cane,  on  the  edge  of  a 
precipice,  they  seem  to  be  unaware  of  the  potential  tragedy.  Men  have  more  interest 
in  their  own  pursuits  than  the  international  situation  upon  which  their  ultimate  sur- 
vival depends . 

However,  to  be  indifferent  to  potential  destruction  in  the  physical,  temporal  sphere 
is  insignificant  in  the  light  of  spiritual  indifference,  which  results  in  the  eternal  sepa- 
ration of  the  soul  from  God. 

Spiritually  speaking  in  the  light  of  eternity,  there  is  basically  two  kinds  of  in- 
difference. 

First,  there  is  the  person  who  hears  the  gospel  message,  yet  rejects  God's  salva- 
tion, showing  no  interest  or  concern  about  the  eternal  destiny  of  the  soul.  Many  to- 
day are  content  to  enjoy  the  pleasures  and  ease  of  modern  living,  eating  and  drinking, 
being  indifferent  to  the  need  of  their  souls. 

The  second  kind  of  spiritual  indifference  is  found  prevalent  in  the  true  church  to- 
day. Many  Christians  are  so  busy  in  their  own  pursuits  that  they  are  "found  wanting" 
when  weighed  in  God's  spiritual  balance.  To  the  spiritually  indifferent  child  of  God, 
Paul  warns,  "How  shall  we  escape  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation".  Again  speaking 
of  the  conditions  in  the  last  days  he  says,  "The  love  of  many  shall  wax  cold."  Being 
neither    "cold  nor  hot",  the  Laodiceans  were  indifferent  to  their  spiritual  need. 

Satan  is  doing  his  best  to  defeat  the  purpose  of  God.  He  is  helpless  to  destroy  the 
soul  after  physical  death.  However,  when  Satan  has  succeeded  in  getting  the  child  of 
God  into  a  state  of  spiritual  indifference,  he  is  victorious. 

May  we  not  give  occasion  for  rejoicing  in  the  kingdom  of  darkness  by  our  attitude, 
but  ever  be  "awake  to  righteousness".

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Prayer 


Prayer  is  the  Key  with  the  bending  knee. 
That  opens  the  Morn's  first  hours;

It  has  been  stated  that  "Prayer  is 
the  key  to  the  resources  of  Heaven,  and 
that  faith  turns  the  key."  This  state- 
ment has  been  proven  by  men  of  God 
down  through  the  years .  They  agree 
that  prayer  and  faith  must  be  used  to- 
gether in  order  to  obtain  the  desired 
results. 

The  influence  and  achievement  of  any  person  in  the  work  of  God  will  depend  very 
greatly  on  his  firsthand  knowledge  of  the  Unseen  World.  So  we  should  learn  early  in 
our  Christian  life,  that  it  is  impossible  to  walk  closely  with  God  without  continuous 
communion  with  Him. 

The  following  suggestions  are  prayerfully  offered  to  those  hungry  for  a  victorious 
Christian  life . 

HAVE  A  DEFINITE  PRAYER-TIME  EACH  DAY  -  Periods  of  prayer  at  morning,  noon 
and  evening  have  proven  a  great  source  of  strength  for  men  of  God  through  the  centuries. 
The  Psalmist  cried,  "In  the  morning  will  I  order  my  prayer  unto  Thee.  "  Jesus  went  to 
the  place  of  prayer  on  many  occasions,  a  great  while  before  it  was  day.  So  we,  with 
others,  have  proven  that  it  is  indeed  a  good  thing  to  start  our  day  in  fellowship  with  our 
Heavenly  Father,  and  to  walk  in  the  shadow  of  His  presence  all  through  the  day. 

LEARN  TO  CONCENTRATE  -  Learn  to  fix  your  mind  on  heavenly  thoughts,  even  amid 
confusion.  This  is  an  art  that  can  be  developed  by  all,  which  will  prove  to  be  a  great 
blessing  in  the  Christian  walk. 

PRAY  ALOUD  IF  YOUR  THOUGHTS  ARE  TEMPTED  TO  WANDER  -  Prayer  is  not  limited 
to  posture,  time  or  expression  of  the  lips.  It  is,  however,  the  attitude  of  the  heart  to- 
wards God.  Men  of  God  have  found  in  audible  prayer  a  means  of  making  more  real  their 
fellowship  with  their  Heavenly  Father .  Jesus  sometimes  prayed  aloud.  We  should  adopt 
the  method  that  best  satisfies  our  own  spiritual  hunger. 

BE  W ILLING  TO  AGONIZE  IN  PRAYER  -  The  Word  of  God  declares  that  Jesus  our  Saviour 
prayed  with  costly  intensity  in  the  Garden  of  Gethsemane.  We  should  never  trifle  in 
prayer.  We  should  come  into  His  presence  with  definite  requests,  and  expect  definite 
answers  . 

BE  CAREFUL  OF  YOUR  ATTITUDE  -  Man  the  creature  may  impute  to  himself  some 
good  such  as  substance,  life,  knowledge,  and  power,  or  he  may  take  the  attitude,  "I 
give  up  this;  I  fast  often;  I  will  do  everything  to  attain  perfection.  "  Such  a  person,  though 
perhaps  honest  in  intent,   is  definitely  astray. 

According  to  the  written  Word  of  God,  a  life  pleasing  to  the  Father  in  Heaven  is 
obtained  only  through  absolute  devotion  and  surrender  to  Him,  and  through  the  in- 
dwellin:^  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

We  should  be  more  than  careful  of  our  motive,  lest  we  draw  near  to  God  and 
find  present  in  our  hearts  the  disposition  of  covetousness:  "I  must  have  this  for  my- 
self; I  must  be  right  with  God  for  my  own  sake."  Such  an  attitude  will  sap  the  ener-^y 
from  our  devotion,   and  will  eventually  rend  our  souls  to  despair. 

Our  prayer  should  be,    "Lord,   let  me  be  poured  out  as  a  drink-offering  before  Thy 

face,  and  as  an  intercessor  for  souls  that  are  lost  in  sin's  dark  night.     Lord,   tea(  h  me

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Pentecost 


What  is  your  first  thought  upon  seeing  this  title?  Is  it  of  a  denomination  of  pres- 
ent day  believers  or  does  your  mind  flash  back  through  the  centuries  to  the  one  hundred 
and  twenty  assembled  in  the  upper  room?  Perhaps  you  think  of  it  as  a  Jewish  feast 
day  which  has  been  observed  since  the  time  of  Moses.  "Pentecost"  to  me  is  moie 
than  a  Jewish  feast  or  a  denomination  or  even  the  initial  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost  - 
it  is  a  vital  experience  which  is  necessary  in  the  Christian  life  today. 

Pentecost,  to  the  Jew,  is  a  feast  which  commemorates  the  giving  of  the  law  from 
Mount  Sinai,  fifty  days  after  the  "Exodus".  To  Moses  this  was  a  blessed  experience 
with  God;  but  the  people  feared  greatly  at  the  thunder  and  fire,  and  could  not  coine  near 
the  mountain.  Fifteen  hundred  years  later,  on  the  feast  day,  a  great  noise  was  heard, 
fire  was  seen,  supernatural  utterances  in  foreign  tongues  were  given.  People  were 
attracted  en-masse  and  three  thousand  received  the  message  of  a  risen  Christ,  re- 
pented,  were  baptized  and  becam.e  recipients  of  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Pentecost,  as  an  up-to-date  movement,   has  grown  phenomenally  in  the  fifty  short 
years  of  its  history.     The  estimated  total  number  of  adherents  in  the  world  now  stands 
at  sixteen  million.     With  the  Psalmist,  I  would  say,    "O  sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song; 
for  he  hath  done  marvellous  things."    Psalm  98:1. 

Before  the  age  of  grace,  mankind  made  sacrifices  of  certain  animals  unto  God. 
These  offerings  became  a  sweet  smelling  savour  unto  Jehovah  while  the  fire  was  con- 
suming  them.  If  we  obey  Paul's  admonition  and  present  our  bodies  a  living  sacrifice; 
our  lives,  having  the  consuming  fire  of  a  daily  Pentecost,  will  also  be  pleasing  to  the 
nostrils  of  God.  The  Spirit  of  God  as  fire,  melts  the  heart,  separates  and  burns  up 
the  impurities,   and  kindles  a  burning  desire  to  see  souls  saved. 


I  close  with  these  few  verses  from 
an  old  hymn  by  George  Bernard,  writer 
of  "The  Old  Rugged  Cross." 


"In  the  Book  of  God  so  precious

Pentecostal  fire  fell  on  them.

The  "Dark  Continent"  as  it  is  called,  stirred  David  Livingstone,  Henry  Stanley, 
Mary  Slessor  and  scores  of  others.  This  year  our  hearts  have  been  stirred  too,  as  we 
prayed  for  this  vast  country     with  its  population  of  an  estimated  170,000,000  peoples. 

The  native  religion  of  Africa  is  a  species  of  Aninriism  or  spirit  worship,  A  religion 
that  is  energized  by  Satan.

The  main  purpose  of  our  Prayer  Band  is  prayer.  This  we  believe  to  be  most  vital 
and  effective.

Fromsome  30,000  islands  in  the  British  West  Indies,  both  large  and  small,  comes 
a  great  challenge .  With  a  population  of  14  million,  there  is  a  great  need  in  this  whitened 
harvest  field.  Only  twenty  missionaries  plus  native  workers  cover  this  population 
leaving  the  opportunity  to  labour  for  God  unlimited. 

The  darkness  of  the  heathen  religions  so  prevalent  in  these  areas,  has  been  pene- 
trated extensively  in  a  few  of  the  larger  islands  such  as  Trinidad,  Barbados,  Montserrat, 
Antigua  and  Grenada. 

Converted,  trained,  consecrated  native  workers  are  being  sent  forth  to  carry  the 
gospel  to  the  smaller  islands. 

The  other  land  of  our  interest  is  that  great  continent  of  South  America.  Here  the 
need  is  just  as  great.  With  ten  missionaries  plus  graduates  from  the  Bible  College  in 
City  Belle,  Argentina,  the  message  of  deliverance  is  being  preached  to  the  masses  in 
bondage  "with  signs  following." 

Our   offerings   which  we   pray  will  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  this  year  are  being 
used  for  this    missionary  cause.     Donations  and   a  scholarship  for  a  worthy  student  in 
each  of  the  Bible  Colleges  are  examples  of  our  projects .  As  we  pray  and  help  by  giving, 
won't  you  join  us  ?

We  represent  ap- 
proximately 5,000,000  French  Canadians  who  have  never  heard  the  gospel,  and  many 
more  millions  of  Europeans  who  have  no  freedom  of  worship  or  access  to  the  Scriptures, 

Each  Tuesday  aftei'noon  we  gather  as  a  group  to  pray  on  their  behalf.  Also,  we 
have  undertaken  seveiral  projects  to  assist  in  this  great  work,  which  include  financial 
aid  to  the  Montreal  Christian  Academy  (Protestant  Day  School),  Bibles  for  Europe, 
and  a  one-year  subscription  to  the  Pentecostal  Testimony  for  our  pioneer  workers 
throughout  French- Canada. 

We  are  praying  and  believing  that  God  will  stir  others  to  lend  their  support,  not 
only  financially,   but  also  in  making  themselves  available  for  active  service.

With  this  in  mind  our  prayer  band  goes  to  its  knees  in  intercessory  prayer  every 
Tuesday  afternoon  for  the  multitudes  still  in  darkness.  Correspondence  by  mail  to  the 
P.A.O.C.  missionaries  on  the  field  tells  us  of  the  needs  and  describes  the  urgent  re- 
quests for  prayer. 

Each  week  we  receive  an  offering  to  help  the  work  on  the  field  financially.  We 
sent  Christmas  gifts  to  several  of  our  oriental  workers  and  a  fifty  dollar  scholarship 
to  each  of  our  Bible  Colleges  located  in  Japan  and  Hong  Kong,  China.  With  the  re- 
maining money  we  met  some  of  the  other  small  needs  of  the  missionaries.  Last  year 
our  band  of  fourteen  members  gave  approximately  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  and 
we  hope  to  give  a  similar  amount  this  year. 

The  missionary  enterprise  is  not  the  church's  afterthought  but  rather  it  is  Christ's 
forethought.  Believing  this  to  be  the  veritable  truth,  the  China- Japan  Prayer  Band 
goes  to  its  knees  in  priyer.

a  gift  to  the  Toronto  Jewish  Mission.

Fourteen  praying  students  gather  every  Tuesday  to  carry  these  great  lands  before 
the  throne  of  grace.  Our  prayers  rise  for  lands  steeped  in  mysticism  and  superstition. 
It  is  a  tremendous  task. 

Since  there  are  no  missionaries  in  these  fields  sponsored  by  the  P.A.O.C.  all  the 
workers  are  sent  and  supported  by  the  Assemblies  of  God  in  the  U.S.A.  There  are 
several  Canadian  missionaries  who  have  gone  to  this  part  of  the  vineyard,  under  the 
American  Missions  Department. 

We  have  set  as  an  objective  in  our  giving,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  With  this 
amount  we  hope  to  aid  in  purchasing  a  piece  of  equipment  for  a  missionary  in  the  islands 
of  Borneo  and  Java  as  well  as  help  support  a  gospel  radio  broadcast. 


With  the  missionaries  in  these  far-off  lands  of  India  and  Asia,  we  join  hands  in 
believing  prayer  that  the  light  would  shine  in  the  darkness,  bringing  liberty  to  the  souls 
of  men.

LONELINESS  AND  LEADERSHIP 

The  leader  is  the  one  who  keeps  ahead.  Did  you  ever  see  men  run- 
ning a  race?  The  man  who  keeps  ahead  has  no  encouragement.  All  he 
has  is  the  weary  road.  The  fellows  behind  him,  the  man  away  behind, 
try  to  catch  up  with  the  leader,  but  the  loneliest  man  on  the  turf  is  the 
man  who  runs  ahead  or  alone . 

The  loneliest  ship  on  the  Atlantic  is  the  ship  that  sails  the  fastest. 
And  the  loneliest  man  in  your  Denomination  is  the  man  who  sees  the 
visionof  what  your  Denomination  could  do.  And  the  loneliest  missionary 
in  Korea  or  Japan  or  Arabia  is  the  man  who  seesjwhat  the  others  cannot 
see  yet.     But  --  the  price  of  leadership  is  always  loneliness. 

There  is  a  loneliness  of  the  desert,  and  there  is  a  loneliness  of  the 
sea,  and  there  is  a  loneliness  of  a  great  city.  But  there  is  no  loneliness 
so  great  as  the  loneliness  of  a  great  idea  that  nobody  else  has  caught, 
and  only  you  can  see.  To  go  home  to  tell  the  men  around  you  that  you 
believe  in  the  evangelization  of  the  world  in  this  generation:  to  go  home 
to  your  church  and  say  that  you  believe  every  member  in  your  little 
church  ought  to  give  $5  a  year  to  foreign  missions.  Why,  they  will  laugh 
in  your  face  and  say,  "Five  dollars  !  We  are  now  giving  forty-two  cents!" 
But  you  can  see  as  clear  as  a  bell  that  your  church  could  give  five 
dollars  per  member,  and  there  is  your  loneliness. 

In  the  darkest  hours  of  this  terrible  struggle,  when  Britain  stood 
practically  alone,  and  unprepared  for  the  devastating  blow  that  threat- 
ened her.  Prime  Minister  Winston  Churchill  sat  quietly  by  the  micro- 
phone in  bomb-spattered  London,  and  spoke  to  the  world:  and  the  world 
listened.  Men  took  courage  as  they  drank  in  those  courageous  words. 
Men  were  challenged  to  heroic  deeds.  Among  other  things,  the  Prime 
Minister  said,  "I  prom.iseyou  only  blood,  and  toil,  and  sweat  and  tears. 
But  in  the  future  I  promise'  you  Victory.  " 

How  many  times,  when  our  cause  seems  lost,  we  have  heard  the 
Head  of  the  Church  speaking  to  us  .  He  says,  "If  any  man  will  come  after 
Me,  let  him  deny  himself  and  take  up  his  cross  daily,  and  follow  me.  " 
Notice  that — "And  follow  me."  Is  there  any  defeat  in  that  way?  Can 
circumstances  or  powers  of  darkness  frustrate  such  a  Leader,  in  such 
away?  Never.  "Trust  in  the  Lord  with  all  thy  heart,  and  lean  not  unto 
thy  own  understanding.  In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  Him,  and  He  shall 
direct  thy  paths  .  " 

But  there  is  another  angle  to  this  challenge .  It  is  the  angle  from 
which  the  man  of  the  world  looks  on  the  Christian  life.  He  often  says, 
"It  costs  too  much  for  me  to  consider  following  Christ.  "  But  look  with 
Winston  Churchill,  into  the  future;  beyond  your  present  favourable  out- 
look on  life;  beyond  the  farthest  reach  of  your  physical  powers,  into 
eternity,  which  looms  as  an  inevitable  certainty,  and  when  you  have 
considered  the  facts  of  life  fully,  you  will  realize  that  it  costs  more, 
infinitely  more,  for  you  to  miss  Christ,  than  to  follow  Him  in  the  way 
of  the  cross,  and  self-abnegation,   and  service. 

Yours  may  be  the  everlasting  joy  of  walking  the  days,  the  continents, 
with  Christ.  Yours  the  joy  of  bringing  others  to  Him;  the  joy  of  spend- 
ing  all,  and  the  joy  of  winning  all.  g^  ^^     g^^^^^  ^     Zwemer
